The continuous attitude of apology 
necessitated by this was weakening 
them 
every day. 
The independent 
wave which had been sweeping over 
the oountry had bees late in striking 
Belmont, there having been no news­ 
paper to marshal tho forces, but now 
It was Increasing to the volume of a 
tidal wave which Kerr woald have 
hard work pouring el’ upon,
